Plaintiff respectfully requests that the Court convene a conference in this matter as soon 
as possible in order to establish an expeditious briefing schedule in this Freedom of Information 
Act ("FOIA") case. In the alternative, plaintiff requests that the Court require defendant to file 
its opening brief no later than August 14, 2006. Despite the parties' efforts, counsel have been 
unable to reach agreement on an acceptable briefing schedule for the submission of dispositive 
motions.
